A blue, razor-bladed vortex appears, but it too is unable to take off the 
giant bat. I make it disappear. I grunt in frustration. 


< Use your sword. > My Trace, Lisa, suggest. 
"Ok. Water Sword Edge!" 


A bluish sword appears in my right hand. It seems to be made of 
crystal, or at least a transparent material. I could attack the creature 
with my sword. Instead, I concentrate. Time to create a new attack. 


"Ice of Sorrow..." 


The sword glows and its blade is covered in ice. I let out a scream as I 
swung my sword in the creature's direction.

A powerful ice attack emerges from the sword's blade and hits the bat, 
freezing it.
